Dividing the State. 


ItIs altogether probable 
that 
seine 


day the territory now comprising 
the 


State of California 
will be 
divided, 


and a new State created. 
How far in 


the future is the day 
on which 
this 


division shall take place depends, 
not 


on one but a chain of events. 
A com- 


bination of circumstances 
not likely 


to occur this year nor within the next 
decade, might bring about a division 
and create the State of South 
Califor- 


nia. 
These circumstances 
would 
em- 


body 
an 
immense 
increase 
iv the 


wealth and population 
of the entire 


State and a more 
than 
proportionate 


increase 
of these 
two elements 
in 


Southern 
California. 
We" have 
no 


reasonable 
grounds for believing that 


we shall make 
the requisite 
progress 


in wealth and numbers 
in the 
"near 


future," and we therefore hold to the 
opinion that the prediction 
put forth 


by one of our cotemporaries 
that Los 


Angeles shall soon become the capital 
of a State, will hardly 
be 
verrified. 


That she will yet take herplace among 
the capitols of States we have not the 
remotest 
doubt, but 
we are 
not yet 


ready for the change and if we of the 
South 
were ready 
and 
anxious, we 


could not attain our purpose. 
The re- 


mainder of the State must be consult- 
ed, aud it so happens 
that at present 


the remainder 
of the State 
contains 


by far the greater 
number 
of votes, 


everyone 
of which 
would 
be 
cast 


against a division ofthe common 
pa- 


trimony. 
It is true we have 
many 


causes 
for complaint. 
San 
Francisco 


has manifested toward us that 
same 


selfishness 
she has 
practiced 
toward 


every other portion Of the State. 
She 


throws obstructions 
in the way of our 


railroad enterprises 
and 
discourages 


each 
and 
every 
improvement 
that 


does not give promise 
of pouring its 


earnings into her coffers. 
Yet despite 


this disfavor ye shall not set 
up in 


business for ourselves for some 
time. 


We are not rich enough 
to support 
a 


State government. 
When our resour- 


ces are more fullydeveloped; when our 
population 
has 
doubled 
and trebled; 


when more ofour broad 
acres 
have 


been 
brought 
into cultivation, 
and 


when the area of our 
vineyaids 
and 


orange groves 
is computed 
by miles 


in place of acres, 
we may say 
to the 


Northern half of the State, "let us di- 
vide our land 
»nd 
while you 
grow 


wheat and barley, we will gather corn 
and oranges." 
Ten years 
is but a 


brief period but it will work 
a 
won- 


derful change in California. 
The Pa- 


cificcoast is but just starting on a ca- 
reer ofprosperity. 
The natural wealth 


ofsoil and climate 
is 
here 
aud 
the 


people who are to turn these 
natural 


advantages 
into tangible 
property, 


are 
coming. 
The tide of immigra- 


tion has set 
Westward 
and 
it will 


roll onward increasing in volume un- 
tilour vales, aud valleys, our mining 
regions and our grazing lands are filled 
with 
people. 
Then 
will be 
time 


enough to talk of dividing the State 
and making Los Angeles 
tho beauti- 


ful capitol of semi-tropical South 
Cal- 


ifornia. 


The War In Turkey. 


The presence ofthe Turk on Europ- 


ean soil countenanced 
by the Great 


Powers only from selfish motives, 
to 


preserve 
the so-called balance 
of pow- 


er, must forever be a source of trouble 
and a menace 
to the peace ot Europe. 


To drive back the Crescent 
to its na- 


tive East was the fond 
dream 
of the 


early christian soldiers; to neutralize 
the Cossack 
with the jannisary, 
the 


labor of modern 
Statesmen. 
When, 


therefore, the little province ofHerze- 
govenia, scarcely larger than Los An- 
geles county, but a few weeks 
since 


raised 
the 
standard ofrevolt against 


Moslem rule all Europe became alarm- 
ed, and the wise men felt sorely 
per- 


plexed. 
The brave aud long suffering 


christians would not remain quiet even 
at the bidding oftheir fellow christians 
They have girded on their swords, tak- 
en possession 
of the mountain passes, 


and are contending against the armies 
of the Sultan. 
Herzegovenia is in op- 


en hostility. 
The Bosnians 
have un- 


sheathed 
their swords and sworn to be 


free,and 
the latest telegrams inform us 


that despite the efforts ofthe Prince of 
Milan the Skuptochina, or parliament 
of the principality ofServia is inclin- 
ed towards war. 


This belt of country 
lying between 


the Adriatic and the Black sea known 
as Turkey in Europe has a population 
ofsome 1f>,000,000, 
of which 2,500,000 


are 
Turks. 
The White residents 
of 


this 
unfortunate 
country belong to 


the Slavic race, which comprises 
also 


the Russians, 
Poles 
and 
Bohemians, 


numbering 
altogether 
some 
eighty 


millions. 
The Turk found in 
these 


people a powerful foe when 
Moham- 


medanism 
drove the vast armies of 


Islam into Europe. 
With only spas- 


modic assistance 
the 
Slanes contend- 


ed against Musselman, but had finally 
to succumb. 
For 300 years 
they have 


borne the 
yoke, 
but 
not without 
a 


struggle, their frequent 
contests 
for 


freedom 
eliciting the admiration of 


the world. 
There is a strong feeling of 


kindred prevailing among 
the Slavic 


races, 
so that the hope of Russian 
as- 


sistance 
leads 
to frequent 
insurrec- 


tions. 
That mighty
